All-America Rose Selections 
recommends that the roots be 
placed so they will grow 
downward at a 45 degree 
angle. Make sure that the 
holes are large enough to 
take roots without crowding 
and deep enough so the lower 
part of the bud union or 
crown will be even with the 
surface. Work soil around 
roots to hold them in place.

When roots are completely 
covered, pour in half a pail 
of water to eliminate air 
pockets. When the water has 
drained off, fillthe remainder 
of the hole with soil and 
tamp it down firmly. Prune 
any bruised ends or weak 
stems,

Build a soil mound from six 
to eight inches high around 
each plant. This will protect 
them until growth begins and 
will avoid injury to the canes 
by an unseasonal freeze in 
colder climates. The mound “> 
should be removed carefully 
after growth is under way.

This new class was voted in by the American Rose Society 
this Spring, and consists of varieties relatively tall in growth, 
free flowering, often with many flowers in clusters, but with 
individual stems long enough for cutting. The flower size, 
though not necessarily as large as a Hybrid Tea, is larger than 
the average Floribunda. Plant these as a background, and
